No-confidence motions 
are easily defeated

By a large majority the coalition 
yesterday defeated non-confidence 
motions presented by three left 
opposition parties.

' Essentially, the ministers all took 
the same line: the economic situa- 
tion is worse than the public thinks, 
and while each minister is particular- 
ly concerned about the area for 
which he is responsible, none of 
them intends to ignore the overall 
budget position. 

Presenring Mapam’s motion, Yair

rehabilitate Ata; and he attacked the 
role of international tycoon Shaul 
Eisenberg, owner of the now bank- 
rupt textile concern. 

Meii ’Winer (Democratic Front 
for Peace and Equality) said “the 
billions wasted in Lebanon” had led 
the government to curtail health and 
education services, hitting the poor 
in particular.

Labour MK could stand trial 
for electronic eavesdropping

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
has written to the Knesset Speaker 
requesting the removal of MK Shlo- 
mo Araar's parliamentary immunity 
so that he can face charges under the 
Electronic Eavesdropping Law. 

Araar, a former Egged official, 
was charged in July last year 
together with three other men with 
using information obtained by ille- 
gally eavesdropping on telephone 
conversations of rivals within the bus 
cooperative. However, the proceed- 
ings against him were interrupted on 
his election as a Labour Knesset 
Member last year. 

Amar’s advocate, Yehosbua Cas- 
pi, has written to Zamir saying that 
his client is willing to waive his 
immunity. Under the law, however, 
this is irrelevant since ultimately it is 


the Knesset that decides on lifting 
the immunity. 

Knesset Speaker MK Shlomo 
Hillel now has to bring Zamir's re- 
quest before the Knesset House 
Committee and then before the 
house itself. 

Amar is being charged as a result 
of a dispute between various factions 
within Egged during 1983. The head 
of one of these factions, Yehoshua 
Faran, of Haifa, discovered thar a 
listening device had been attached to 
his telephone junction-box and sub- 
sequently filed a complaint. 

Amar and his three co-defendants 
allegedly used the information 
gleaned from the eavesdropping at 
various Egged meetings, knowing 
that it bad been obtained illicitly. 

If found guilty they could face jail 
terms of up to three years. 


April consumer price index rises 19.4 per cent 

Cabinet clashes expected over 
stringent economic proposals

Sparks are expected to fly at 
this morning's meeting of the 
inner cabinet, following yester- 
day's shock announcement of a 
19.4 per cent rise in the consumer 
price index for April. 

Several ministers are known to 
oppose steps that Prime Minister 
Peres and Finance Minister 
Moda'i are expected to propose 
to find a way out of the de- 
teriorating economic situation. 

The likelihood of a large devalua- 
tion also increased with the publica- 
tion of yesterday’s figures, despite 
opposition to such a step at top 
government level. 


Moda'i yesterday blamed Peres in 
part for the worsening economic 
problems, complaining that Peres 
was not giving him sufficient back- 
ing. 

Peres told Moda'i yesterday that 
he wants to increase the travel tax to 
S500: Moda'i favoured doubling the 
tax. to $300. Both agreed on the 
need for a ban on imports of luxury 
goods, and/or higher import duties, 
in addition to a sharp cut in sub- 
sidies. There is known to be con- 
siderable ministerial opposition to 
these steps. 

Government officials suggested 
yesterday that despite the adamant 
opposition of fop economic decision- 
makers to a large devaluation, there 
might be no choice but to devalue in 


the light of the public's increasing 
demand for foreign currency’ . 

Likud and Labour ministers 
yesterday held separate meetings to 
discuss which economic measures 
they favoured. At the Likud session. 
Gideon Part, Ariel Sharon and 
Moshe Arens suggested that the 
shekel be pegged to a basket of 
European currencies. Sharon is ex- 
pected to make this suggestion at 
today's inner cabinet session. 

The Treasury stated yesterday 
that the high CPI rise was the result 
of "inflationary pressures. Onlv by 
cutting the budget, as planned, dur- 
ing fiscal 1985/S6. can a Gradual, real 
reduction in rhe inflation rate be 
achieved." the statement said. 

Several cabinet ministers indi- 


cated yesterday that they support 
measures to reduce the public’s pur- 
chasing power, to reduce cost-of- 
living linkage, and to cut subsidies. 

Shinui’s Communications Minis- 
ter Amnon Rubinstein blamed 
"populist measures” connected with 
the His tad rut elections for the jump 
in inflation, while Economics Minis- 
ter Gad Ya'acobi (Alignment) said 
there is an urgent need to revise the 
package-deal agreements. 

The Knesset Finance Committee 
met yesterday - one day after Peres 
had chastised it for delaying vital 
economic legislation, including taxes 
and levies - and was unable to com- 
plete a debate on a proposal to tax 
private cars, capital stocks, and cor- 
poration buildings.

Trouble brewing over cost-of-living compensation

A dispute appeared possible last 
night over the payment of cost-of- 
living compensation, in the face of 
the unexpectedly large 19.4 per cent 
rise in the consumer price index for 
April. 

According to existing wage 
accords, salaried workers are enti- 
tled to a cost-of-living increment of 
15.5 per cent in compensation for 
April’s price rises, and Histadrat 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar 
stressed vesterdav that the labour 


federation would insist on payment 
without exception. 

Both the government and the em- 
ployers have hinted, however, that 
the compensation issue is problema- 
tic. and some government officials 
have suggested privately that work- 
ers be compensated with a lowering 
in income tax rates rather than a 
raising of gross wages. 

Kessar. anticipating employer 
objections to paying the increment, 
also insisted on a 5 per cent income 
tax rebate for workers, upward revi- 
sion of tax brackets, welfare points 
and children's grants. 


Employers' representatives said 
yesterday they would be hard 
pushed to find the money to pay the 
compensation. 

Kessar flatly rejected “sugges- 
tions from certain government cir- 
cles and American advisers'* that the 
linkage system be dismantled. Such 
suggestions only lead to unrest and 
harm savings, he said. 

Economic observers were wor- 
rying over the implications of April's 
figures for inflation in May. 

According to Central Bureau of 
Statistics officials, the price level at 
the end of April was 1 .5 to 2 per cent 


higher than the monthly average. In 
addition, the cost-of-living com- 
pensation would fuel inflation by 
another 2 per cent or so. thus giving 
an inflation rate of some 4 per cent 
for May before any other factors are 
taken into account'. 

Four per cent was the figure to 
which the Treasury hoped to restrict 
inflation for the entire month of 
May. 

The observers felt that if the final 
rate topped 10 per cent, it would 
probably bring about the collapse of 
the package-deal agreements.

Soaring black market was clue to yesterday^ index leap 


The announcement ot the 19.4 per 
cent April price index that left the 
country in a state of shock yesterday 
afternoon was dearly predicted in 
the single market "that operates 
according to supply and demand and 
without government int.rventk... - 
the .free or black market for foreign 
currenc y. 

Since mid-March this market has 
moved remorselessly upward to a 
plateau at which it settled in the last 
three weeks, with a premium of 
25-30 per cent separating it from the 
offidal or representative rate for 
foreign currency dictated by the 
Treasury and the Bank of Israel. 

So sure were the various gov- 


ernmental bodies of their prognosis 
of an 1 1-13 per cent price index for 
April that they acted to slow the rate 
of devaluation in the last six weeks, 
fearing that it would otherwise run 
ahead of the rate of inflation. Now, 
belatedly, they find it far behind, 
and - if there" is no large one-time 
devaluation - it may be expected 
that the daily rate will increase 
sharply. 

The banking system was also 
taken in by the official optimism and 
reduced its interest rates by 2 per 
cent, so that the prime lending rate 
fell from 12 to 10 per cent on May 1. 
Thus April becomes the first month 
this year in which all interest rates 


were sharply negative in real terms. 

The public also fell for the good 
news: it flooded the banking system 
with liquidity, believing that the best 
returns were available in shekel de- 


posits, and spuming index-linked in- 
vestments. The trend affected the 
stock exchange too. with unlinked 
shares prices rising steadily and

School strike threatened 


Peres denies Israeli role 
in plot to take timing devices

WASHINGTON. - Prime Minister 
Peres yesterday denied Israeli in- 
volvement in a plot to smuggle high- 
ly sensitive timing devices out of the 
U.S. for use in the manufacture of 
nuclear weapons. 

Peres, interviewed via satellite on 
Public Broadcasting's MacNeil- 
Lehrer Newshour . said that because 
of its close ' relationship with the 
U.S.. Israel did not have to resort to 
clandestine means to obtain such 
high-technology devices 

The prime minister, who did not 
want to elaborate, also denied z 
report in The Washington Post that 


the U.S. had asked to inspect Israel’s 
nuclear installations to determine 
the whereabouts of the devices, 
known as kiytrons. 

The State Department earlier in 
the day denied parts of the newspap- 
er report. But it pointedly did not 
deny that the U.S. was asking Israel 
to return the krytrons. 

The State Department and the 
Israeli Embassy in Washington have 
been in close contact on this matter 
in recent days. 

U.S. officials confirmed that 
Israel appeared to be cooperating in 
the investigation of the missing kiyt- 
rons.

The Education Ministry remains 
determined that either the teachers 
will postpone the benefits due them 
in September under the 1979 Etzioni 
Commission recommendations, or 
else it will dismiss 6,000 teachers and 
make the necessary cuts in the 
education budget. 

The Treasury has demanded that 
the education budget be cut by £113 
million while the ministry says that 
$52m. is the maximum that can be 
pared without damaging the basic 
structure of the system . 

Teachers are to meet again today 
with representatives of the ministry.

KIRYAT SHMONA. - Tension be- 
tween Jewish and Druse residents of 
the Golan Heights is mounting after 
the uncovering of a Druse network 
suspected of sabotage and theft at 
Israeli and UN installations, and at 
Jewish settlements in the area. 

Eight Druse from Bukata and 
Masada were arrested recently on 
suspicion of. among other things, 
stealing large quantities of diesel 
fuel, and of sabotaging Mekorot wa- 
ter pipes and pipes at the Water 
Pumping Institute at Birchat Ram.

area, Kobi Laufer, said agitators 
exist in all the Druse villages on the 
Golan and should be expelled. 

Eitan Lis. head of the Golan Re- 
gional council, said the Golan Druse 
have been radicalized by their con- 
tacts with West Bank Arab extrem- 
ists. He complained that much of the 
Golan is not properly secured 
against attacks and sabotage, and 
suggested turning areas near the bor- 
der into closed military zones.

On Inde- 
pendence day. security sources said, 
town pupils destroyed an Israeli flag. 
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Arafat says he’s ready for 242 ‘package deaf

WASHINGTON. - PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat says be is ready to 
explicitly recognize UN Security 
Council Resolution 242 if the U.S. 
formally accepts the Palestinians' 
right to self-determination . 

In interviews published yesterday 
in The Washington Post and The Los 
Angeles Times, Arafat said "ye s” 
and “absolutely" when asked if he 
would endorse Resolution 242 under 
such circumstances. 


"We are not refusing 242 because 
it is a resolution.” he said. “We are 
refusing 242 because it does not treat 
us as people." 

Asked whether he would accept 
Israel’s right to exist, he replied: "I 
would accept all the international 
legality. It is very dear what 1 am 
saying. Simple and clear. We are not 
against this resolution. It is simple 
and clear.” 

U.S. offidals in Washington later 
reiterated their long-standing 
opposition to the notion of full 
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Palestinian self-determination, not- 
ing that that would lead to the crea- 
tion of an independent Palestinian 
state. 

What Washington has endorsed in 
the past is the right of the Palesti- 
nians “to participate in the deter- 
mination of their own future.” The 
U.S. has opposed an independent 
Palestinian state but has supported 
some sort of "association” between 
the West Bank and Jordan. 

The Americans, responding to the 
latest Arafat interview, said the PLO 
leader had not yet accepted the long- 
standing U.S. conditions for Amer- 
ican recognition of the PLO - name- 
ly the unambiguous acceptance of 
Resolutions 242 and 33S as well as 
Israel’s right to exist. 

Arafat said he had worked for two 
years to conclude the February 11 
agreement with Jordan’s King Hus- 
sein. “It was not a joke.” he said, 
“this agreement between me and

The meeting 
was short. I did not even get out of 
the car. He told me that there would 
be an attack on (former Nablus 
mayor) Bassam Shak'a and that 
night I should take people from the 
settlement of Shilo to wherever they 
told me to drive and then return 
! them." Zar said. 

**f drove to Shiio and waited by the 
side of the road with the car lights 
off. Two people appeared and got in 
and then told me to drive to Nab- 
lus,” Zar said. “In Nablus they got 
out of the car with satchels and after 
a few minutes returned and said, 
*Get out of here quickly!"’ 


“I thought that wbar was involved 
was smashing windscreens or some 
other juvenile action,” Zar told the 
court. But in cross-questioning he 
was challenged by the prosecution as 
to why he had waited with doused 
lights and what he had known of the 
satchels. 

Zar replied that he wanted to be

The prosecution alleges that 
Ganiram was part of a three-man 
team which planted a bomb in Sha- 
ke’s car in June 1980.

M&ny mentally-handicapped per- 
sons in public institutions do not 
love anyone available to help dress 
and feed them, while some wards are 
short of beating, bed linen and medi- 
cines, the Knesset Labour and Social 
Affairs Committee heard yesterday. 

The co mm ittee was discussing a 
motion for the agenda by committee 
chairwoman Ora Namir (Align- 
ment) and Mattityahu Peled (Prog- 
ressive Lea; for Peace) on “Manpow- 
er Cutbacks in Services to the Men- 
tally Handicapped." 

Appearing for the government. 
D eputy Labour and Social Affairs 
Minster Menabem Porash disclosed 
that between 1979 and this year, 1S1 
permanent jobs in the service have 
been eliminated, and 150 non- 
tesured workers bad been dismis- 
sed.' Meanwhile, the number of 
mentally- handicapped persons in 
the country’s 60 public institutions 
has reached 5,000. 

"We are in the midst of a terrible 
crisis, unable to cope with the 
budgetary cutbacks and the freeze in 
hiring," Porush said. “We have 
already begun canvassing the va- 
rious voluntary organizations for 
help, and are now appealing to your 


committee to come up with a solu- 
tion." 

Namir replied: “Under no dr- 
cumstances can we tolerate a situa- 
tion in which about half of the jobs 
eliminated from your minis try for 
budgetary reasons will be those of 
people employed in these institu- 
tions. What is more, the Education 
Ministry is violating the Compulsory 
Education Law by neglecting the 
schooling of handicapped children.” 

Meir Hovav, director of the Hand- 
icapped Service Department at the 
Ministry of Labour and Social 
Affairs, told the committee that the 
number of mentally-handicapped 
children in institutions is growing by 
200a year, with each resident costing 
approximately 15250,000 per month 
to maintain. 

David Eliasi, a representative to 
the parents’ association of handicap- 
ped children in Tel Aviv, told the 
committee that during an un- 
announced visit to one of the institu- 
tions it was found that all of the 78 
children there were wet, dirty and 
hungry. 

“The first encounter with such an 
institution - either by a parent or a 
potential resident - is traumatic, and 
the experience will probably never 
be forgotten."

‘ Economist Eliezer (Felix) Shinnar 
died in Kfar Sava on Tuesday at age 
SO. He was buried yesterday after- 
noon at the Holon cemetery/ 

Bom in Stuttgart as Felix Schne- 
balg. he studied at the universities of 
Heidelberg. Tuebingen and Frank- 
furt. Shinnar managed the Schocken 
family affairs in Germany and then 
here, where he settled in 1934. He 
was- made managing director of the 
Schocken-owned newspaper, 
Ha'areiz. a position he held until 
1948. 

During the War of Independence 
Shinnar served as controller of fuels 
and obtained much-needed oil sup- 
plies from Rumania. Later, after a 
diplomatic assignment in London, 
he advised the Foreign Minisrry dur- 
ing the negotiations on the German 
reparation payments. For 14 vears 
he headed the Israel Reparations 
Mission in Cologne and fostered 
trade with West Germany. Shinnar 
later turned down prime minister 
Levi Eshkol's offer to become 
Israel's First ambassador to Ger- 
many. preferring to remain in Israel.

A Roman Catholic magazine pub- 
lished in Jerusalem for circulation 
abroad has sharply criticized the Re- 
ligious Affairs Ministry for what it 
called its neglect of foe Cenacle, one 
of foe principal Christian sites in the 
country. 

La Terra Santa , published by the 
Franciscan Custody of the Holy 
Land, asks if there is not a policy of 
“Judaizuig” all of Mt. Zion. It points 
to longstanding neglect at the shrine . 
which is the site of the Last Supper, 
and blames the ministry, which is in 
charge of foe building. 


The report mentions broken win- 
dows, a cement block wall closing 
one entry’ and a broken lock on the 
door, “What can we Franciscans do, 
we who once had the jurisdiction 
over the sanctuary, which is now 
under the responsibility of the Minis- 
try for Religious Affairs?" the wri- 
ters ask. 

Reliable sources say the Cenacle, 
or the “Upper Room." mentioned in 
the Christian Bible, was the property 
of the Franciscans until the 16th 
century, when it was taken over by 
Moslems who barred all non- 
Moslems from entering the entire 


Mt. Zion complex, including the 
Tomb of David. Since 1948. the 
Israeli authorities have allowed free 
access ro the site but no religious 
ceremonies, besides the Franciscan 
processions on Holy Thursday and 
the Christian feast of Pentecost. It 
has become a place of silent prayer. 

In response to the article. Daniel 
Rossing. the head of the Religious 
Affairs Ministry department for 
Christian Communities, admitted 
that the site is in need of repair. 

The ministry, he said, is in contact 
with an architect to plan repairs to 
the windows and other damage. 



Several interested in buying 
Laromme Hotel - Eilat mayor

A number of local entrepreneurs 
are interested in taking over Eilat's 
Laromme Hotel, Mayor Rafi Hoch- 
man told The Jerusalem Post yester- 
day. 

According to a contract between 
the owners - Coral Beach Ltd. - and 
the French-run Club Mediterranee, 
the Club was to take over the hotel 
on May 1. But it has not done so. 

Coral Beach is still negotiating 
with the hotel workers regarding 
dismissals and compensation. Prior 
to foe scheduled transfer of own- 
ership, Coral Beach issued workers 
with notices of either dismissal or of 
compulsory extended leave. In re- 
sponse, the hotel workers, called a 


strike and occupied the hotel with 
their families. The families have 
since gone home. 

- Hocbman said that if Club 
Mediterranee does indeed take over 
foe hotel, the workers are likely to 
receive compensation at best, and 
are unlikely to be given their jobs 
back. 

Hochman discounted claims that 
the Club Mediterranee would em- 
ploy a large number of local work- 
ers. In the Club’s present Eilat facil- 
ity, he pointed out, only four of over 
100 workers are Israelis. 

Furthermore, he added, the oper- 
ating methods of Club Mediterrinee 
throughout the world suggest it is 
unlikely that it would hire local peo- 
ple.

David Libai (Alignment) wants to 
make it a crime for a witness to 
refuse to testify in court. He said this 
at a meeting of the Law Committee, 
which was discussing amendments to 
the Courts Law. One of ibe prop- 
osed changes - sponsored by the 
government - wou'd give a judge the 
authority to issue a writ of habeas 
corpus for a recalcitrant witness, 
and even fine him or order him 
imprisoned for up to 50 days. Libai 
feels that such penalties should not 
be imposed by law unless non- 
appearance is first declared a crimin- 
al offence. 

Extension of the Compulsory 
Education Law to three- and four- 
year-olds has been deferred for three 
years, because of budgetary prob- 
lems. A change in the law which 
would have brought this about was 
prepared for legislation in the last 
Knesset, and the compulsory early 
schooling was to have begun next 
year. Yesterday, hewever. the 
Education Committee approved a 


superseding amendment delaying 
the change for three years. The 
reason: it would would cost the 
Education Ministry about $27m. a 
year. 

CRM's Mordechai Bar-On. former 
chief education officer in the IDF. 
called on Defence Minister Rabin to 
order chaplains to change the tradi- 
tional liturgy used at military funer- 
als. Bar-On demands the prompt 
removal of such verses as ’May the 
Almighty avenge their blood" and 
any reference to tehiyar hamayrim 
(resurrection of the dead), “a con- 
cept rejected by most Jews in Israel 
and which offends some bereaved 
family members of fallen soldiers." 

Jacques Amir submitted an agen- 
da motion on “Mortgage Problems 
of Young Married Couples" in 
which he complains that, while mon- 
gage payments and rents are fully 
linked to the Consumer Price Index, 
the couples who must make pay- 
ments on their homes now receive 
only partial compensation for the 
cost-of-living increase. 


Pekfin synagogue shut in land dispute 


PEKf’IN (Itim). - The synagogue 
here is being kept closed by the only 
Jewish family still living in this west- 
ern Galilee village to protest against 
an alleged infringement of the 
ancient local Jewish cemetery. 

Margalit Zinati complained re- 
cently to the poiice that a Druse 
family had buried their son in the 
cemetery . which is part of a disputed 
two-dunam plot. A. Haifa District 
Court order bars the local council 
head from using the land pending the 


determination of its status. 

The local council head insisted 
that he has observed the injunction. 
But the Druse family that buried 
their son recently and has been using 
the plot for its dead for years now, is 
not a party to the injunction, he said. 

About two thirds of the 2,600 
residents of Peki'in are Druse. A 
third are Christians and a handful 
are Moslems. Jewish settlement in 
Peki'in reputedly goes back to the 
Second Temple era.

Brussels Jewish leaders 
snub pope’s invitation 




VIENNA (Reuter). - Foreign minis- 
ters of East and West had intensive 
talks here yesterday after Tuesday's 
inconclusive six-hour meeting be- 
tween U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko. 

Shultz and Gromyko held another 
meeting, lasting 10 minutes, after 
ceremonies marking the 30th 
anniversary of Austria’s State Trea- 
ty, the official motive for the minis- 
ters’ visit to Vienna. 

No details were released of these 
talks, which followed a detailed 
breakfast briefing by Shultz for 
ministers from four Nato allies - 
Britain, France, Italy and West Ger- 
many - ou Tuesday's marathon ex- 
change. 

Shultz told reporters no date or 
time had been fixed for a U.S.- 
Soviet summit meeting. A senior 
Nato diplomat said Gromyko had 
offered nothing to inject momentum 
into the Geneva arms talks. 

“The impression is that the bur- 
den of taking forward East- West 
relations and arms negotiations is a 
very long haul.” the diplomat said. 

French Foreign Minister Roland 
Dumas and Britain’s Sir Geoffrey 
Howe were meeting Gromyko 


yesterday afternoon, and West Ger- 
many's Haos-Dietrich Genscher was 
scheduled to confer with him this 
morning. 

Other bilateral contacts were 
under way between the 12 foreign 
ministers, including Austria's 
Leopold Gratz, attending the 
celebrations. They include the four 
World War II allies who signed the 
State Treaty and Austria's seven 
neighbours. 

The Nato diplomat said it would 
be wrong to interpret the Shultz- 
Gromyko meeting in simple terms. 
“It is. not that it was a success or 
failure - it just confirmed that no- 
thing comes easily.” he said. 

Gromyko used his speech at the 
treaty anniversary ceremony in the 
Belvedere Palace to reiterate the 
overriding concern of Moscow to 
prevent an arms race in space. 

“The Soviet Union will not permit 
the placing of arms in space, and the 
efforts of Soviet foreign policy are 
concentrated on this." he said. 

A Soviet spokesman on Tuesday 
attacked what he called the “uncon- 
structive” U.S. stance, and said 
Shultz gave no indication that 
Washington is ready to take practical . 
steps to curb the arms race. I

Five bodies found in bombing 
of Philadelphia’s cult fortress 


PHILADELPHIA \ReuteT). - Five 
bodies burnt beyond recognition, 
two of them children’s, were found 
late yesterday in the charred head- 
quarters of a bizarre back-to-nature 
cult that was destroyed along with 59 
other homes in a fire ignited by a 
police bomb. 

As outraged residents ebarged 
that police had turned their quiet 
black working-class neighbourhood 
into a war zone, the police commis- 
sioner said he feared police could 
find up to 15 more bodies in the 
nibble of the fortress-like headquar- 
ters of Move when the search is 
completed. 

Mayor Wilson Goode, the city's 
first black mayor, said last night that 
Move had been stockpiling weapons 
and ammunition because it wanted a 

Jean Dubuffet, 
modem artist, 
dies at 83 

PARIS (Reuter). - French painter 
and sculptor Jean Dubuffet died on 
Sunday of a heart attack at the age of 
83, family members said yesterday. 

Dubuffet, widely regarded as one 
of the most original of contemporary 
artist, was working on two 
monumental sculptures up to his 
death. 

Dubuffet was noted for his con- 
cept of “raw art.” emphasizing the 
spontaneous and the influence of the 
unconscious. 

Later works sought to evoke the 
geological qualities of the earth and 
were influenced by visits to the 
Sahara. 

Dubuffet also experimented with 
constructing free-wheeling patterns

Robert Oakley, director of the 
office for ccninter- terrorism. said the 
programme is similar to military ex- 
ercises that test the ability of armed 
forces to respond to emergencies. 

“A visiting team simulates a hi- 
jacking, a bombing or an assault on 
the embassy.” Oakley said in testi- 

Legionnaires’ disease 
claims 37th victim 

STAFFORD, England (Reuter). - 
The world's worst recorded out- 
break of Legionnaires’ -disease 
claimed its 37th victim yesterday and 
British health authorities said the 
rare infection had been found among 
hospital nurses. 

An 80-year-old man died of the 
disease early yesterday and blood 
tests showed that six nurses at Staf- 
ford’s main hospital had contracted 
it. though all had recovered and 
: were back at work. 

The outbreak began a month ago 
and 162 cases have been identified, 
of whom 58 are still undergoing 
treatment. Two are in intensive care. 

The source of the infection is be- 
lieved to have been the water or 
air-conditioning system in the hos- 
pital, and many local people have 
boycotted it for fear of catching the 
disease. 

Legionnaires' disease, which is 
similar to pneumonia, was identified 
in 1976 when it killed 29 war veter- 
ans, or Legionnaires, at a conven- 
tion in Philadelphia.

“If U.S. personnel are taken hos- 
tage or endangered, we are prepared 
to consider a broad range of actions 
appropriate to the threat." he said. 

Oakley said the possible alterna- 
tives range from use of force to 
economic measures, such as con- 
trolling trade with countries that 
support terrorism. 


Rival Conservative group 
launches anti-Thatcher revolt 


OXFORD (Reuter). - A cabinet 
minister fired by Prime Minister 
Thatcher formally launched a high- 
powered party revolt last night 
against her economic policies. 

Francis Pym, spearheading a new 
pressure group of 32 Conservative 
Party parliamentarians, accused 
Thatcher of a bland and inadequate 
response to Britain's record unem- 
ployment. 

Pvm. who was dismissed as fore- 
ign secretary by Thatcher after her 
June 1983 re-election landslide, de- 
clared in a speech in this university 
town: 

“I do not see how we can possibly 
be satisfied with the success of our 


policies and nor do most people in 
this country. Can the government 
really be satisfied itself?" 

Pym has been meeting secretly for 
the past three weeks with other Con- 
servatives on what Thatcher calls the 
“wet” wing of the party to put 
together the "centre forward" 
group. 

They say Thatcher's failure to cut 
Britain's 13.5 per cent unemploy- 
ment could spell disaster for the 
Conservatives, in power since 1979. 
at the next election due by 1988. 

It is the first time -that the party's 
“wet” faction has formed a bloc to 
oppose Thatcher's monetarist poli- 
cies.

NEW YORK (AP). - Gary Dotson, 
tace-to-tace with the woman whose 
rape accusations sent him to prison 
six years ago. told a national televi- 
sion audience yesterday he bad 
accepted her apology -and they 
“shook hands.”

U.S. envoy quits 
over ‘soff line 
onRumania 

WASHINGTON (Reuter). - U.S. 
Ambassador in Bucharest, David 
Funderburk, has resigned because 
he believes American policy towards 
Rumania is not tough enough. 

The Washington Post reported 
yesterday that Funderburk, who was 
interviewed on Monday in Munich, 
called for a revision of U.S . policy, 
including a possible end to the most- 
favoured-nation trading status and 
other concessions granted to Rum a- i 
nia by Washington. 

Funderburk said a “network” of 
administration officials had dismis- 
sed evidence collected by his embas- 
sy documenting Rumania's growing 
economic ties with the Soviet Union, 
the transfer to the Soviet Union of 
technology Rumania had obtained 
from the West and Bucharest's posi- 
tion as a major exporter of arms. 

He said there also was a tendency 
among some administration officials 
to soften criticism of human-rights 
abuses in Rumania. 

Buddhist outrage 
at Tamil attack 
near ‘sacred tree’ 

COLOMBO (Reuter). - Sri Lanka's 
Buddhists were shocked yesterday 
when they heard that Tamil guerril- 
las had shot pilgrims at the “Sri 
Mababodhi,” a tree considered 
sacred by Buddhists all over the 
world. 

Guerrillas fighting for a separate 
state for minority Tamils killed at 
least 145 people in a Tuesday shoot- 
ing spree at Anuradhapura, a sacred 
Bnddhist dty which was the coun- 
try’s ancient capital. 

Thirteen people were shot dead 
when the guerrillas, disguised as sol- 
diers, opened fire on a group of 
pilgrims near the Sri Mahabodhi. 

Buddhists believe that the tree 
was grown from a branch of a tree 
under which Buddha attained en- 
lightenment more than 2,500 years 
ago. 

A government pamphlet on the 
tree says the branch was brought to 
Sri Lanka in the 3rd century B.C.E. 
and was planted and nurtured by 
ancient Sinhalese kings. 

No damage was caused to the tree 
by the guerrilla attack.

CHICAGO. - Women whose 
mothers or sisters have had breast 
cancer are' more than twice as likely 
to develop the" disease as women 
with no family history of the illness, 
revealed a recent study of nearly 
10,000 women. In cases where both a 
mother and a sister have the disease, 
the risk is up to 13 times greater. 

. Both genetic and environmental 
factors are thought to play a role in 
the increased risk, but exact reasons 
are not known, the study by the U.S 
Centres for Disease Control said. 

Breast cancer strikes about eight 
per cent of the female population in 
the U.S. 

The study, published in the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, compared 4,731 women 
aged 20 to 54 who had been di- 
agnosed as having breast cancer with 
another 4,688 women selected at 
random from the general popula- 
tion. 

"Compared with women without 
a family history of breast cancer, 
women who had an affected mother 
or sister had a relative risk of 2.3 
(times).” the study said. Women 
with an aunt or grandmother who 
had breast cancer run a risk of 1.5 
compared to those who did not.

A KUPAT HOLIM clinic in one of 
the older areas of Haifa is being 
gradually converted into a compre- 
hensive day care centre with wide- 
ranging services for the elderly. 

The Rehov Barzalai clinic in the 
lower Hadar region, near the old 
market has over 1,200 geriatric 
members. Many were among the 
pioneer factory workers and indust- 
rial employees of Israel. Younger 
famines have more or less moved 
-away and the Kupat Holim central 
office considered closing the clinic 
when it discovered the pediatrician 
sitting in her office knitting. 

Happily, they were convinced to 
keep the centre open and expand it 
for the special population which 
visits there. A survey carried out by 
the sick fund showed that many of 
the elderly clients of the Barzalai 
clinic are so attached to their family 
docror that they come not daily, but 
ni-iiv a day. These “patients" are 
also lonelv and/or bored, and so 
Shiloh, the public body for the de- 
velopment of services for the aged in 
Haifa, came up with a plan to oper- 
ate two day care centres on the spor: 
one for the handicapped and the 
other, a handicrafts centre. Kupat 
Holim shares the cost for the innova- 
tive programme with the Haifa 
municipality and Eshel. the branch 
of the Joint Distribution Committee 
which sponsors programmes for the 
aged. 

"Even though the building is a 
narrow , three storey structure with 
many steps and thus not suitable for 
people who have difficulty in walk- 
ing. we’re going ahead with our 
project." says Yehudit Gilan. the 
director of Shiloh. “Already twenty 
handicapped people have signed up

for the first day care centre.” The 
second centre is designed to give the 
elderly a chance to be creative and 
productive. The articles will be sold 
and the profits used to further the 
programme. 

Yehudit discusses other services 
which are being incorporated into 
the Kupat Holim clinic. A home- 
maker is already employed to circu- 
late among shut-ins in the neigh- 
bourhood in the evenings, checking 
up on their welfare and preparing a 
meal for them or giving a bath. She 
complements the activities during 
the day of two homemakers in the 
area. The geriatric social worker for 
the Lower Hadar region has recep- 
tion hours at the centre every week 
and a speech therapist is also on 
duty. 

Other innovative services spon- 
sored by Shiloh in Haifa include a 
geriatric rehabilitation centre, a day 
care centre for the elderly, mentally 
ill, a club for isolated elderly people 
who live without families and even- 
ing caretakers for people who are 


frail or invalid. Not everyone is 
enthusiastic about segregating the 
elderly into special services. A 
geriatric Kupat Holim clinic, for ex- 
ample, is not universally appreci- 
ated, especially by many older mem- 
bers who prefer being considered 
part of the general public. But Yehu- 
dit Gilan takes the pragmatic view. 
“An opportunity came along; a 
building became available in a loca- 
tion where many elderly congregate 
anyway. So we’ll have the chance to 
give an integrated service and a more 
intensive one for the older people of 
the neighbourhood.” 

Yehudit knows that many old peo- 
ple spend long hours at Kupat Holim 
clinics when they really want only a 
social and caring framework. She 
sees this project as a means to wean 
them from the negative aspects of 
this habit and save many hours of 
expensive professional medical care 
and drugs. 

The Barzalai project may turn out 
to be a model for other communities 
with an aging population, and a new 
approach to caring for the aged by 
Kupat Holim.

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BANK SHARES INQUIRY 

Hurvitz: 1 wasn’t told about the problem’

“If I knew then what I know 
today. I would not have left the 
matter of the bank share regulation 
to others. I would have given it my 
full attention - as I did with issues I 
regarded as critical. ...What hap- 
pened in the stock market is what 
happened to the economy as a 
whole. I warned against a coming 
disaster in the economy and I would 
have done so - or tried to - regarding 
share regulation, had I been aware 
of the seriousness of the problem.*' 

This was Yigael Hurvjtz’s sum- 
mary of his attitude and actions as 
finance minister in the period 
November 1979-Januaiy 1981 to the 
regulation of the bank shares, as 
given to the Bejski Commission of 
Inquiry yesterday. It was a restate- 
ment of the main themes of his short 
testimony, that spanned only two 
hours and left the commission frus- 
trated, if not surprised, at the failure 
of Hurvitz to contribute in a 
meaningful way to its investigation. 

Hurvitz opened with a review of 
his successes and ultimate failure as 
finance minister. He noted the im- 
provement in the balance of pay- 
ments. the fall in public and private 
consumption and other positive 
macro-economic developments that 
occurred during his tenure. But on 
the matter at hand, that of bank 
share regulation. Hurvitz.had a sim- 
ple and unwavering line: "As fi- 
nance minister the matter was not 
brought to me as something requir- 
ing an urgent solution. Something 
that we had to knuckle down to and 
try and move in a different direction. 
We knew there was regulation. The 
entire public knew. All the finance 
ministers knew.** 

But. he continued, despite the fact 
that regulation was common know- 
ledge. he was not aware that it 
required his intervention. His sub- 


ordinates - primarily the Commis- 
sioner of Capita] Markets. Ben-Ami 
Zukerman, who was most directly 
connected with the share market and 
hence with the bank share problem - 
did not request his intervention, 
Hurvitz said. Nor did the governor 
of the Bank of Israel, Amon Gafay, 
or his deputies, “although they were " 
solid and serious people." He was 
left to assume that they were dealing 
with the problem, and that ministe- 
rial intervention was not needed. 

Hurvitz was. by his own admis- 
sion, taken up entirely with the 
tilings that seemed to him at that 
time to demand his time and effort. 
“There were one thousand things to 
do in the economy. Nobody came to 
me and said ‘listen, Yigael, there's 
this problem of regulation, speak to 
these people or bodies, invite so- 
and-so - in public and not in pri- 
vate." 

This last remark was a reference to 
the fact, raised by some commission 
members, that the whole issue of 
regulation was considered so deli- 
cate that no-one in the Treasury ever 
wrote anything about it, and all 
discussions were verbal, with no 
written records kept. “Maybe it was 
so secret that they didn’t even, tell 
me," joked the ex-minister at one 
point. 

In his blunt, forthright manner, 
Hurvitz left the commission with no 
choice regarding his version of 
events - it had to both take it and 
leave it, because the lack of anything 
in writing from the Treasury made it 
impossible to contradict or question 
Hurvitz's assertions. Only the day 
before, Zukerman had testified that 
he had constant discussions with his 
ministers, including Hurvitz, about 
whom he was asked specifically, and 
that the regulation problem had 
been among the subjects discussed. 

Hurvitz simply said that regula- 
tion had not been raised as a serious

problem, only the banks' request for 
new capita], which he had granted 
even though he knew that the resulr 
would be less sales of government 
bonds by the Treasury. 

When the commission quoted offi- 
cial reports, such as those of the 
Securities Authority, which discus- 
sed the problem. Hurvitz said that he 
hadn't read them, or hadn't paid 
attention to those points. 

Once again, the commission could 
only take note of his admission, but 
was unable to develop a line of 
questioning from it. In the end they 
just gave up, and let Hurvitz depart. 

He was laughing and relieved 
when he left, either because he had 
got his testimony out of the way. or 
because he was pleased to have 
shaken off his questioners so easily. 

There was, however, one story 
Hurvitz told which is worth recount- 
ing at length. He told it to illustrate 
how, when he felt something was 
necessary and required his interven- 
tion, he took decisions and stood 
firm against all pressures. His inten- 
tion in this was to emphasize that his 
failure to deal with regulation stem- 
med from ignorance of its import- 


ance. not cowardice or an attempt to 
duck a painful issue. 

For JO years. Hurvitz explained, 
there existed an agreement between 
the government and the Histadrut. 
whereby half the funds that accumu- 
lated in the huge Histadnit pension 
funds were free of government con- 
trol and were funnelled into 
Histadnit-secior investments and 
other uses through Bank Hapoalim. 
The agreement was renewed every 
five years, and it came up for renew- 
al in l980, when Hurvitz was finance 
minister. 

For months he debated with’ him- 
self whether to renew the agree- 
ment. His problem was that he had 
frozen credit limits for all the banks 
in his initial moves as finance minis- 
ter in November 1979. Now all the 
other banks were complaining that 
the Histadrut agreement gave 
Hapoalim a way round the credit 
freeze, while they were boxed in. On 
the other hand, the all-powerful boss 
of Bank Hapoalim. the late Ya'acov 
Levinson, was pressing him for a 
decision - and one that would main- 
tain the status quo. 

In September 1980. Levinson 
spoke to him about it when they 
were both in Washington for the 
annual IMF/World Bank confer- 
ences. The following month, when 
the fateful derision had to be made 
within days. Levinson came to see 
him in Tel Aviv. to lobby again. “I 
told him ‘this hand won't sign that 
piece of paper’ - and that’s how it 
was. however hard a derision it was 
for me to make,” Hurvitz said. 

The huge amounts of money in- 
volved were of vital importance to 
the entire Histadnit sector of the 
economy, and so important to Bank 
Hapoalim that the non-renewal of 
the agreement was a major factor in 
Levinson's decision to withdraw 
from active management of the bank 
soon after, in Hurvitz's opinion. 


Yugoslavia runs out 
of foreign reserves 

BELGRADE (Reuter). - Yugoslav 
central bank chief Radovan Makic 
has warned parliament that foreign 
currency reserves have sunk so low 
that the* country may have to stop 
repaying its foreign creditors. 

In an" unusually sombre message 
on the troubled economy, the gov- 
ernor of the National Bank said in 
remarks published yesterday: 
“Foreign currency reserves have 
dropped to such a level that our 
normal business with the world is in 
question. We are confronted with 
the dilemma of whether to stop all 
payments abroad or to exhaust our 
foreign currency reserves complete- 
ly." he said, according to Belgrade 
newspapers. 

Yugoslavia has embarked on an 
export-oriented long-term plan for 
economic recovery to help it service 
a foreign debt of S18.8 billion. 



Israeli delegation 
to gem industry meet 

. TEL AVIV. - A delegation of Israeli 
emerald manufacturers is expected 
to play a key role in efforts to unify 
the world's precious gem industry. 
The delegates will submit their plans 
at the first world congress of the 
International Coloured Gemstones 
Association, opening Sunday in 
Idar-Oberstein. West Germany. 

Headed by Efraim Tick, president 
of the Israel Emerald Cutters Asso- 
ciation. the 12-man delegation in- 
cludes Israel Eliezri and Chanocta 
Stark, who have been elected as 
liaison officers for the Israel industry 
with the newly-formed international 
association. 

The organisation of a world body 
to promote the gem trade, was initi- 
ated at an international conference 
of the trade two years ago in Tel 
Aviv. Twenty-two* countries were 
represented at the conference.

TEL A VTV. - Serious consideration 
should be given to introducing toll- 
roads in Israel, This proposal was 
made yesterday by David Stem, 
president of the Federation of Con- 
tractors and Builders, as one of the 
means of overcoming the sharp drop 
in construction. 

The head of the Tel Aviv branch 
of die federation, Ran Menahemi, 
said .that the industry was fast 
approaching the "red line,” below 
which contractors would be forced to 
stop operating here or to seek work 
abroad. 

He said that the "red line” could 
lie defined as ranging between 4 
million and 4.5m. square metres of 
building starts a year in all sectors. 

“At present, building starts hover

around the 4m. mark a year, but are 
droppingrapidly towards 3m. square 
metres.” 

Stern pointed out that fees col- 
lected ou toll roads would be ear- 
marked only for future road con- 
struction, with emphasis on impro- 
ving the roads designated by the 
police as especially dangerous. The 
estimated property damage caused 
by accidents on these roads was 
about S250m. a year, he said. 

“There is no reason why drivers 
shouldn't pay for better roads, thus 
saving lives and money. I know that 
there is a feeling that drivers will 
avoid these roads; but they said the 


same thing when fees were charged 
for parking. But parking lots are full, 
the drivers got used to the idea of 
paying.” 

Another method of helping the 
iiidusuy maintain a reasonable level 
of work was to increase the mort- 
gages given to young couples. "The 
government claims that doing this 
would fan Inflation. But I don’t see it 
that way. Of the cost of a flat, the 
government gets back 15-20% in the 
cost of the land it, sells and . another , 
15% in VAT. Other government 
and municipal fees bring the total up 
to 40-45%. Thus, if a mortgage is 
40-45% of the value of the flat, the 


government is only circulating the 
money through the economy." 

Stern also came out strongly for 
building small flats of one and a half 
rooms for young couples, singles, 
and divorced persons. Such flats 
would have about 40 sq.m, of floor 
space, consisting of a bedroom. a 
small hall and a kitchenette. 

“There is no reason to force a 
young couple, just starting out on 
their married fife, to move into a flat 
with 3 or rooms, saddling them 
with a heavy mortgage. Similarly, 
there is no reason why single persons 
shouldn’t be able to And a flat at a 
reasonable price.”

Stem complained that building 
large flats was incorporated in the 
building laws of many municipali- 
ties. The result was that there was a 
steady flight of young couples from 
these municipalities to others. “The 
population of Tel Aviv has fallen 
from 369.000 to 329.000 in the past 
few years. The law requiring that 
only flats of three rooms or more be 
built is one of the main reasons for 
this." 

The speaker also Jemanded that 
the municipalities take steps to reha- 
bilitate decaying city centres. “Much 
of downtown Tel Aviv, such as the 
Rehoy,MontefJ<^and Rehov Kalis- 
cher areas. were rapidly deteriorat- 
ing. There was 1 no reason why the 
houses in these areas, which were 
only a few stories high, should not be 
replaced by high-rise buildings, re- 
vitalizing the entire area," he said. 

Miriam Laufcr, a member of the 
federation presidium, made a plea 
for rental housing. “A potential im- 
migrant should be able to come to 
this country, rent a flat, and have a 
year or two to look around. At 
present rents are so high that few 
potential immigrants can afford 
them; and they also lack the $20,000 
or more needed for a down-payment 
on a flat.” 

She thought that rental housing 
was feasible if the government took 
the proper steps, including passing a 
law allowing landlords to evict 
tenants who refused to pay their 
rent. 

"Every political party is for rental 
housing yet no party is willing to do 
anything but talk about it. Perhaps 
the solution would be for one party 
to come out against rental housing, 
then the opposition would try to 
push through this scheme out of 
spite." 


eFlem Plaza’s Bernard Kohn wins tourism award 

Long-range 

in volatile hotel industry.

Most Israelis have no idea what 
the Golden Helm award is aD about, 
but for those in the tourist industry it 
is like getting an Oscar. 

This year, one of these coveted 
awards, given by the International 
Tourism Exchange at a conference 
held in Beriin. went to Bernhard 
Kohn, manager of the Jerusalem 
Plaza Hotel and director of the 
Canadian Pacific hotel chain's activi- 
ties in Israel. The prize winners are 
chosen by an international jury 
made up of leading members of the 
tourism industry and the trade press 
from around the world. 

For Kohn the award is an indica- 
tion that he is going the right way by 
taking his hotel with full force into 
the age of technology. Today’s hotel 
manager must be a technocrat, who 
deals with financial operation on a 
high level. Budgets must be calcu- 
lated literally years in advance. 

In Israel. Kohn says, the author- 
ities are not doing all they can to 
introduce long-range tourism plan- 
ning both for die country as a whole 
and" for the various regions. Tour- 
ism, he points out, is subject to 
multi-year cycles of rises and falls. 

While it is not possible to prevent 
such drops, it is possible to plan 
ahead and mitigate their impact to 
some degree. 

Taking into consideration the fact 
that tourism is the number one

money-maker in the world today, 
the government ought to be fax more 
involved in marketing. If the govern- 
ment were more supportive, he says, 
it could in fact solve many of the 
general financial problems which the 
state frees today. 

Meanwhile, of course, the hotels 
cannot wait for the state to move, 
but must continue to encourage 
tourists to come to Israel. This is 
made difficult, he adds, when hotel 
building is generally approved 
whenever there is a glut of visitors. 
But planners are often surprised 
when this is followed by the inevit- 
able slump, just when the new hotels 
open their doors. 


Flower export season extended

TEL AVIV. - The management of 
Agrexco, the agricultural produce 
export companyT decided this week 
to extend the flower export season 
till the end of June. 

Traditionally Agrexco stops ex- 
porting flowers in the second week in 
May, after Mother's day. This year it 
decided to try and continue flying 
flowers to European markets, if the 
prices are right. 

Sources in Agrexco told The Jeru- 
salem Post yesterday that Mother’s 
day this year was quite good. Roses 
fetched about seven cents and carna- 
tions eight cents. Ail in all, about 8.5 
million flowers were sold during the 
last week. 

This year flowers sold through 
Agrexco fetched higher prices than 


those sold through the flower bourse “ 
auction in Holland. Because of this 
officials at Agrexco are optimistit 
that in the next season, starting in 
October, more farmers will switch tc 
Agrexco. 

Dr. Amotz Amiad, the general 
manager of Agrexco. said that the 
relatively good prices paid in Europe - - 
were 10 per cent higher than last 
year. But when these figures re- 
translated into dollars prices turn out. 
to be much lower than those of last- 
year because of an average drop of 
20 per cent by the European curretfe 
cies in comparison to the U.S. dot- . 
lar. . 

Agrexco officials also said thaf 
they recently accomplished a minor 
miracle, selling bananas to Portugal 
and dates to Spain.

Prior to yesterday’s shock 
announcement, it had been esti- 
mated that the CPI rise would be in 
order of 11 to 14 per cent. The 19.4 
P® r cen * figure took price rises to 
59.8 per cent over the first four 
months of the year, which translates 
into an annual inflation rate of 308 
percent. 

The CPI reached 171.9 points on a 
1980-1 baseline, and, according to 
Central Bureau of Statistics calcula- 
tions. an average urban family now 
needs some IS630.000 to buy the 
standard basket of goods and ser- 
vices it purchased for about IS3,670 
in 1980. 

The Treasury announced that the 
travel tax would be adjusted to 
IS167,040from tomorrow. 

The National Insurance Institute 
announced that it had adjusted its 
payments following the CPI figures. 
The old-age pension for a single 
person rises to IS83.050, and for a 
couple to IS125.200. In the cases of 
persons receiving income support, 
payments go up to IS157,100 for a 
single person, and IS235.8O0 for a 
couple. 

An analysis of the various compo- 
nents of the consumer price index 
indicates that the steep rise resulted 
mainly from a 45.5 per cent increase 
in the prices of dothes and footwear, 
and a 24.9 per cent rise in the prices 
of housing services. These two 
groups alone contributed 8.1 per 
cent of the 19.4 per cent rise. 

The increase in the price of dothes 
did not surprise bureau officials, 
since it was a seasonal development 
connected with the start of the sum- 
mer fashion season. 

But the hike in flats and houses 
was unexpected. Every three 
months the CBS surveys these 
prices, estimating them between sur- 
veys according to an index of con- 
struction costs. 

The Wholesale Price Index rose 
last month by 14.3 per cent, 5.1 per 
cent points less than the CPI. This 
would indicate that retail prices were 
allowed to go up. while the degree of 
control over manufacturers.’ prices 
was considerably higher. 

The managing director of the 
Manufacturers Association, Araon 
Tiberg, said that the index was 
another blow for the productive 
sector. Wi thin the last few days we 
have been sent staggering by other 
blows, and the latest one will un- 
doubtedly force many industries into 
financial difficulties. ” He added that 
the high index was proof that the 
government's economic policy is 
failing.

(Con tinned from Page One) 
gunmen in two cars as he drove along 
a seafront boulevard in the Raouche 
district, his Palestinian driver told 
the Associated Press. 

There was no immediate claim of 
responsibility by any of Lebanon’s 
Moslem militias. The Raouche sec- 
tor is controlled by the Shi'ite Amal 
militia and Druse fighters. But other 
groups have staged kidnaps there. 

Walsh was the second Unrwa em- 
ployee abducted at gunpoint in 
Lebanon in recent weeks. British 
journalist Alec Collett, 63, was kid- 
napped In southern Beirut on March 
25 while on a writing assignment for 
the relief agency. 

In the Beirut fighting, Moslem 
and Christian militiamen shelled 
each other with mortars and rocket- 
propelled grenades through the 
night and into the morning. 

The clashes died down into sniper 
exchanges, but later flared again. 
Residential districts on both sides of 
the Green Line and Beirut's south- 
ern suburbs came under bombard- 
ment. 


Israeli going to U.S. 
for Star Wars talks 

Post Defence Reporter 
The head of the Israeli team in- 
volved in the U.S., Star Wars' space- 
defence project, Benzion Naveb, is 
to go to the U.S. this weekend for 
talks with the head of the project.

Ministry's Research^ and Develop- 
ment Unit. 
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LIMA (Reuter). - While world 
attention has focused on the prob- 
lems of Latin America's big four 
debtors Argentina. Brazil. Mexico 
and Venezuela, three smaller na- 
tions -Peru. Nicaragua and Bolivia - 
have been quietly slipping towards a 
virtual moratorium with foreign 
banks. 

Nicaragua suspended most pay- 
ments to international banks in 1983. 
Bolivia stopped all payments in 
March 1984, and Peru has failed to 
repay much of the interest owed 
since June last year. 

Political opposition to austerity 
measures ordered by the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund (IMF) has 
also delayed completion of resche- 
duling agreements in the Dominican 
Republic. Guatemala and Panama. 

In many of these smaller debtor 
countries, which between them owe 
some 20% of the region’s S360 bil- 
lion debt, volatile political situations 
affect negotiations with the IMF and 
banks. 

In Peru, against a background of 
sometimes violent union protests 
and general anti-IMF sentiment. 
Alan Garcia, virtually certain to be- 
come the country’s new president, 
has taken a hard line on debt nego- 
tiations. 

Garcia said in a newspaper inter- 
view earlier this week that the next 
government would tell bank credi- 
tors its $13.5b. debt cannot be paid 
under current conditions. 

He wants to cut all debt repay- 
ments to 20% of export earnings 
from the 45% average that prevailed 
under the outgoing government of 
Fernando Belaunde Teny, and to 
bypass the IMF in seeking a debt 
rescheduling of at least 15 years. 

However, foreign bankers in Lima 
say an IMF programme will be a 
condition for any rescheduling, and 
that Peru would also first have to 
dear a substantial part of its interest 
arrears. 

Peru has run up S523 million in 
arrears since last June, including 
S20S.5m. in interest on commerdal 
bank debts. A budget squeeze last 
month forced the government to rule 
out even a no minal interest pay- 
ment. 

The arrears are now more than a 


month past the 180-day limit U.S. 
bank regulators use as a guideline in 
declaring a country's loans value- 
impaired. 

Government officials in Lima note 
that if the regulators decide to down- 
grade Peru’s loans at their meeting 
□ext month, banks would have to 
write off pan of their exposure to the 
country and some U.S. regional 
banks could call default. 

Partly for this reason, the smaller 
debtors in general have had great 
difficulty in maintaining bank sup- 
port during the last three years, 
although the banks' reluctance has 
drawn criticism from western gov- 
ernments. 

U.S. Treasury Under-Secretary 
David Mulford recently said banks 
should continue lending to Latin 
America, especially to smaller de- 
btors such as Ecuador, which have 
accepted tough IMF adjustment 
programmes. 

Ecuador is due to sign a S4.63b. 
multi-year rescheduling package late 
this month, including fresh loans. 

Chile has also had difficulty in 
raising its 1985/86 financing needs of 
$I.96b. from commercial banks, 
although agreement in principle was 
reached last week on a S7.25b. res- 
cheduling package. 

The consequences of a standoff 
between banks and debtors have 
already been seen in Nicaragua and 
Bolivia, both of which have paid 
virtually no interest or principal for a 
vear. 


Who cares about yesterday 
- only today is what counts

TEL AVIV. - What happened on 
the markets in trading yesterday 
paled into insignificance with the 
announcement of the April index of 
19.4%. Nothing much happened 
anyway, but the point is that the 
■assumptions that the market has 
been basing its activity on for the last 
several weeks - an April index of 
1 1-13% and May around 5-6% - are 
now dead and buried. 

More serious still is the fact that 
the entire edifice of government 
policy, of package deals and target- 
ing, is equally dead. Everything is 
now officially up in the air and 
no-one knows what the next moves 
will be. 

Some think the response will be 
more restrictions and more interven- 
tion. some expect a relaxation. 

A devaluation is universally be- 
lieved to be at hand, but this is 
resolutely denied by the most senior 
government sources. 

In short, a state of flax would look 
like a rock of stability compared to 
the Israeli capital markets this morn- 
ing. 

One can only say that logic would 
dictate that index-linked bonds re- 


verse their weakness and take off 
upwards, that shares should fall 
sharply and that dollar-linked bonds 
also come in for large demand. 

But it is impossible to know how 
much relevance logic will have in a 
situation where confusion, rumour 
and panic reign supreme. 

For the record, yesterday’s mar- 
ket was mixed, both in bonds and in 
shares. Volumes remained at the 
levels of Tuesday, with share volume 
rising and bonds falling. Moves were 
in a very narrow range, with most 
indices remaining almost un- 
changed.

At the abyss 


THE ECONOMY is back to hyperinflation. If proof were 
needed that the government's economic policy - such as it is - is 
a dismal failure, it was provided by the shock and surprise with 
which the government received the announcement by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics that April's price index had risen by 
19.4 per cent. 

A government that has its finger on the pulse of the economy 
should not have been surprised. It has a whole legion of 
professionally competent economists, armed with econometric 
models, computers and other tools of economic analysis, in the 
Treasury, in the Ministry of Economics and Planning, in the 
Ministry of Industry and Trade, and in the Bank of Israel. They 
should have been able to predict what was about to happen, 
within reasonable margins of error. 

They did not. Their failure is the result of a schizophrenic 
attitude by the government itself to its own declared policy. In 
weighing the choice between Thatcherism- drastic budget cuts, 
deep recession and massive unemployment - and a policy based 
on a social accord, namely an equitable all-round reduction of 
real income and consumption that would curb inflation and the 
drain on foreign currency reserves, the government nominally 
opted for the latter. 

But it did so without believing in its own preferred choice. It 
failed to implement it rigorously in practice. And the Treasury, 
under Yitzhak Moda'i, persistently sceptical about the package 
deals, hoped, in any case, for some version of Thatcherism. 

The result was that instead of continuing the first package 
deal, with its cut in real wages and its effective price freeze*, the 
government reverted to a course of a “little" inflation, which is 
about as containable as a little pregnancy. Price controls were 
virtually abandoned. Economic policy succumbed to the recal- 
citrance of the officials charged with its implementation. 

The shock of the April price index will no doubt spur the 
government to “drastic" steps. It is not too difficult to guess 
what their thrust will be. There will be no tightening up of price 
controls. There will be no more efficient collection of taxes, nor 
any significant reform of the tax system. 

Instead of collecting taxes in the private industrial and 
commercial sector, the government will impose still greater 
burdens on the salaried and the poor. There will be higher fares 
for public transport as a result of a cut in subsidies, but no 
higher taxes on petrol for private cars. Instead of reducing 
defence expenditures, there will be more pressure to fire 
teachers, starve the universities, drain the hospitals. 

The only real course is a cut in government expenditure by 
lowering the defence budget and an incomes policy based on 
wage and price controls. But it must be effectively im- 
plemented. A policy that contains inflation artificially for two 
months only to have it jump up with a vengeance between one 
stage and the next will accomplish nothing. 

Justice and mercy 

“THAT'S the way they are. They have their standards. We 
have our standards.” 

Thus Judge Binyamin Cohen contrasted the Syrians' public 
hanging on Tuesday of six men found guilty of spying for Israel 
with the conditional release the same day, by a parole 
committee headed by the judge . of Udi Adiv, after his spending 
13 years in jail as a spy for Syria. 

There are Israelis, even in high places, who deplore the 
release as an excess of liberality. To them, the fact that Udi 
Adiv insisted on being incarcerated together with Arab “secur- 
ity" offenders, is proof that he is an unregenerate traitor who 
should not have been paroled before completing his term, in 
another four years. 

Fortunately the Israeli system of justice does not exclude 
reason and mercy in its operation. Udi Adiv has already paid a 
heavy price for bis crime. He has recanted it. His last chance to 
marry and start a family with his fiancee may be now. These 
considerations should have helped even the General Security 
Service, which opposed his parole several times in the past, to 
drop its objections this week. 

But there is good reason to believe that Udi Adiv will cany 
the burden of shame for what he sought to do to his country, 
and for what he did to his family and to the kibbutz in which he 
was raised, to his last day. From this punishment there can be 
no parole. 

Of course, the Syrians may laugh at such Israeli softness. 
Their own frame of mind has already been revealed in the mass 
murder of thousands of rebellious Moslem Brothers in Ham- 
ma, and in the virtual jailing of hundreds of “dangerous” Jews 
in Damascus, Aleppo and Kemishli. To Hafez Assad and his 
savage company, the security of the state depends on the show 
of dead bodies of convicted spies dangling from the hangman's 
rope, and of girl soldiers devouring live snakes at military 
ceremonies. 

In most Israelis, such spectacles induce nothing but nausea. 
But then, as the judge said, the Syrians have their standards, 
which are not Israel's. Vive la difference.

index-linked bonds being dumped 
by the public and institutions alike. 

But not all the public went along 
wtih this, or perhaps it would be 
more correct to say that the public 
did oot put all its money in the 
official optimism basket. Otherwise 
the black market could never have 
soared as it did: the demand would 
not have been there. 

In other words, the public 
“knew," in its collective wisdom, 
that it should make hay from the 
shekel money market for the short 
while in which the sun was shining 
and the official devaluation rate was 
low. but that it must also cover the 
“back door.” because that rate 
would soon pick up, perhaps even in 
a one-time devaluation. The public 
covered itself in the only way possi- 
ble - by buying dollars. 

The primaxy source of funds for 
these purchases was the maturing 
mass of advanced-training (hishtal- 
mut) fund money, as well as other 
saving-schemes and index-linked 
bonds that had reached redemption. 
The common feature of these finan- 


cial assets is that they are index- 
linked. It would not be far-fetched to 
suggest - indeed, many analysts are 
saying it openly - that the public is 
now totally disillusioned with index- 
linked savings mechanisms, has no 
faith in their ability to protect the 
value of money, and puts all its funds 
into dollar-] inked assets, or into 
actual dollars, even if the latter is 
illegal. 

With all previous calculations 
valueless, and with a one-time de- 
valuation being spoken of as a strong 
likelihood despite all the official de- 
nials, the financial markets are now 
in total disarray. It may be expected 
that the stock market will see bonds 
rising and shares falling today, as an 
immediate reaction to yesterday’s 
news. 

The Bank of Israel will have to 
rethink its interest and monetary 
policy and the banks are likely to 
find themselves facing a run on 
shekels on a scale not seen since 
October 1983. This by itself will 
force a large devaluation, whether 
the government thinks it a good idea 
or not.

more equal 


THE ISRAEL government spends 
huge sums on making people more 
equal. It accomplishes that by pro- 
viding free social services, making 
welfare payments in cash and sub- 
sidizing items of consumption. 

But the method is a rough-and- 
ready one. The aim - of making 
people more equal economically - 
could be achieved better through 
more sophisticated policies. This is 
the conclusion one reaches after 
perusing the latest publication of the 
Centre for Policy Studies in Israel 
(CPSI). Called Israel's Outlay for 
Human Services 1984, it is a compen- 
dium of six papers published under 
the centre's auspices during 1984. 

The centre's stated purpose is to 
help national policymakers “choose 
priorities and make decisions wise- 
ly." Well, the country's policymak- 
ers should find plenty of food for 
thought here. 

Let us start with subsidies. On the 
face of it they serve a useful purpose. 
They add 10 per cent to the income 
of the lowest-income decile (one- 
tenth of the population) and 1 per 
cent to the highest decile. But figures 
can be deceptive. Ten per cent of a 
small income is not much, whereas 1 
per ceDt of a large income can 
amount to a great deal. Who gets 
how* much, measured in hard cash? 
A table in Professor Efraim Sadka's 
paper tells us: each decile gets 
approximately the same. 

In a discussion on Sadka's report. 
Professor Haim Barkay points out 
that if the purpose of subsidies is to 
raise the income of the lowest two 
deciles, then 80 per cent of the 
government's outlay misses target, 
accruing as it does to groups whose 
income the authorities have no in- 
terest in boosting. Even if the bot- 
tom four deciles are to be aided. 58 
per cent is still wasted on people who 
are not in need. 

Subsidies form a major item in the 
budget. They shot up from ISSb. (at 
1981 prices) in 1978 to IS20b. in the 
election year 1981 - a sum equal to 
all the government's outlay on in- 
come maintenance (old-age pen- 
sions, child allowances, disability 
allowances, etc.) The outlay on sub- 
sidies has since dropped, but is still 
one-third above the 1978 level. 

The government finances all this, 
but the government takes its revenue 
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from the public, and tax rates are by 
now exceptionally high in Israel, 
eating up 50 per cent of the gross 
national product t GNP). One of the 
reasons wfo they are so high is that 
the government collects 15 per cent 
of the total from the six upper deciles 
to pay for the subsidies, while S per 
cent (or half the 15 per cent) goes 
right back to those same deciles as 
subsidies on the goods they buy. 
Could anything be more absurd? 

ECONOMIC POLIO' and social 
policy are linked: the centre empha- 
sizes’thar point strongly. The tax 
system was made progressive in 
order to narrow the social gap. But 
excessively high taxation, as prevails 
in Israel, creates pressure for tax 
exemption and causes widespread 
tax evasion - which widens the social 
gap still further. 

The government's over-spending 
is likewise, anti-social in its effects, 
since it generates inflation. Inflation 
has made a mess of the tax-collccting 
system, with the result that the rich 
currently pay less tax than they 
should - which widens the social gap 
yet again. 

Moreover, excess spending by the 
government strangles economic ex- 
pansion. and “the growth of social 
services in a stagnant economy can- 
not continue indefinitely.” one of 
the studies points out. 

Nevertheless, the social services 
have gone on growing while the 
economy was stagnant. That acceler- 
ated the government's over- 
spending and became one of the 
causes of our present inflation. 

The figures tell it all: the GNP rose 
by 16 per cent during the five years 
1975-80. Outlay on income mainte- 
nance increased by 25 per cent, and 
on social services by 34 per cent. 

Over the years 1980-19S4. the 
GNP rose by only 5 per cent. The 
services did not grow, but income 
maintenance did - by another 25 per 
cent. 

THE CENTRE has thought up mod- 
erate - that is. practical - solutions. 
The policy on subsidies could be 
more discriminating. Some of the 
subsidized foodstuffs - for example, 
bread, oil and margarine - benefit 
the poor much more than the rich. 
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Others benefit the rich just as much - 
hah bread, butter and cheese. 

Conclusion: confine the subsidies 
to items which help the poor most. 

Better still, decrease expenditure 
on these indirect subsidies, because 
they are universal (ordinary white 
bread is eaten by everybody, includ- 
ing the rich): and increase direct, 
that is. cash subsidies, which can be 
channelled where they are needed - 
to the have-nots. 

Cash grants are problematic be- 
cause they can be a disincentive to 
w-ork. (The wife might give up her 
part-time job so that the family 
should be poor enough to rate assist- 
ance. ) An instrument exists.’ howev- 
er. for distributing aid without the 
use of a means test: the child allo- 
wance. It is universal admittedly, 
since all parents rate: but its inci- 
dence is more progressive than in the 
case of the food subsidies. 

The lowest-income decile possess 
on the average 2.02 children per 
family, the highest decile only 0.4. 
The two highest deciles have each 
less than one child per family, pre- 
sumably because the big-income 
groups contain a large proportion of 
older people with grown-up chil- 
dren. 

As a result, the child allowance 
increases the income of the lowest 
decile by 15.3 per cent (as against 10 
per cent for subsidies ), w*hiJe putting 
up that of the highest decile by a 
negligible 0.3 per cent (as against 1 
per cent for subsidies ). 

Meanwhile, the social services 
have grown too big relative to the 
country’s economic resources, which 
have developed at a snail's pace in 
the last decade. 

How to ease the load? The centre 
recommends privatizing. The health 
authorities have done that up to a 
point and are congratulated in the 
report for their initiative. 

During the years 1977-80. Israel's 
medical services grew by 6 per cent a 
year, yet government expenditure 
on health swelled by a mere 2.7 per 
cent annually. In 1980-84, the ser- 
vices did not grow at all, while gov- 
ernment budgets shrank by 3.7 per 
cent a year. 

How was that achieved? More was 
paid by members of Kupat Holim. 
Their financial contribution to the 
health sector increased by 12 per 
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cent a year in 1977-80, and by 4.7 per 
cent in I980-S4. 

Incidentally, it is reassuring to 
note that the social services did not 
mark time during the *80s after all. 
Expenditure increased by trifling 0.3 
percent in 1984, true. But wages had 
dropped for educational, health and 
welfare workers, so that the volume 
of the service supplied was able to go 
on expanding during that year, by 
3.5 percent. 

Credit should go for all this 
buoyancy not just to the Histadrut 
but also presumably to Health 
MmisterjEliezer Sbostak. engineer 
of the economy drive. This the cen- 
tre does not say. What it does say is 
that the public ought to pay more for 
the services it receives so that the 
Treasury can pay less. 

Concerning the proposed educa- 
tion fee, which Histadrut leader 
Israel Kessar will not countenance, 
research staff at the centre reach a 
different conclusion. “There js 
much,” they say, “to commend it." 

THE BOOK includes a paper on the 
controversial Etziom report, which 
recommended, putting up teachers' 
wages. The purposes was to recruit 
more pedagogues. But there is no 
shortage of educational staff; the 
problem, rather, is its maldistribu- 
tion. Too many teachers are concen- 
trated in the big cities, too few in the 
outlying development areas. 

Instead of putting up teachers' 
wages equally all along the line, a 
recommendation that the unions 


supported, there should have been a 
smaller upward adjustment for those 
in the centre of the country and a 
bigger rise ‘for those on the 
periphery. 

The policies supported by the 
teachers’ unions do not always help 
the poor. Teachers in the develop- 
ment areas are young and inexperi- 
enced, yet those are the areas which 
need good teachers most urgently. 
The unions also want smaller classes. 
The extra cost can only be covered 
by reducing teaching hours. That 
would not bother the well-to-do so 
much, because they can always buy 
supplementary tuition. The poor 
cannot afford to. 

Yet research work done in Israel 
and abroad reveals that educational 
achievement is not improved by re- 
ducing class sizes. Children learn 
just as weU in large classes as in small 
ones. The unions' demand would no 
doubt make the teachers’ life easier, 
but that boon can only come at the 
expense of the pnpil population. 

A further revelation is that large 
schools are better than small ones. 
They possess more resources, oper- 
ate more efficiently and achieve a 
higher educational standard. 

Conclusion: merge small shools. 
even if it means longer travel time 
for the pupils. 

The budgetary saving would in- 
cidentally benefit the economy, 
which is not a bad thing either.

The vibrator conceived by 
Dr. Kanyevsky and produced by 
Navot Technology has interesting 
possibilities for improving the 
speech of the hearing-impaired, but 
it is by no means a hearing aid. A 
hearing aid. by definition is a device 
which provides amplified sound to 
the ear. as opposed to vibrations to 
the wrists. 

These vibrators can provide im- 
portant supplementary information 
to the residua] hearing which has 
been stimulated by amplified sound 
from bearing aids. There can be no 
substitute for the use of the residual 
hearing which the vast majority of 
even profoundly hearing-impaired 
children can utilize through modern 
hearing aids. 

May” I suggest that the article 
should have been captioned: "Deaf 
’ hear ' through their bones", i.o.. the 
quotation marks should be around 
the word “hear.”

The fact that Mussolini was a 
tragi -comic personality is well ren- 
dered in the article, but his racial 
laws which caused the annihilation 
of almost one quarter of the small 
Italian Jewish community, deserved 
at least a few words.

Sir. - It baffles me why opinion 
makers in Israel should associate the 
welfare of the Jewish state with sup- 
port for South Africa, as your April 8 
editorial suggest.
